The Wireless Telecommunications Bureau will host a public forum to discuss broadband
PCS C and F block installment payment issues and proposed alternative financing arrangements
raised in the Public Notice released on June 2, 1997.   The Public Forum will be held on June 30,1

Overall, the theme of the forum will be "How Can The Commission Best Ensure That
Broadband PCS C And F Block Licenses Are Used To Provide Service To The Public?"
